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3,000 are 
opposed 
to market 
changing 

ALMOST 3,000 people have 
signed a petition against 
plans for a £6 million trans¬ 
formation of Dudley’s his¬ 
toric market place. 

Traders and shoppers 
have backed a campaign 
demanding a rethink on the 
proposals. 

Under the plans the mar¬ 
ket place would be revamped 
and new stalls with canopies 
installed. The number of 
stalls would be reduced from 
74 pitches 

Repair work would also be 
carried out on the fountain 
while the Duncan Edwards 
statue would be moved. 

Among those objecting to 
the proposed revamp is 
David Flavell, 50, whose 
family has run a fruit and 
veg stall at Dudley Market 
for 200 years. He doesn’t 
believe that modernising the 
market will encourage more 
shoppers. He said: “I don’t 
think this will work.” 

Councillor Malcolm 
Davis, who is behind the 
petition, has now secured a 
meeting between council 
bosses and traders which 
will take place next month. 

He said: “It’s a traditional 
market which is still doing 
well despite being sur¬ 
rounded by empty shops. 
Why mess with it? I have got 
almost 3,000 names on the 
petition.” Dudley Council 
spokeswoman Clare Mar¬ 
shall confirmed a meeting 
will take place in January. 

Louver speed 
limit plans 

PLANS for new 20 mph 
speed limits outside schools 
in Dudley are set to go out 
for consultation early next 
year. Borough bosses are 
considering introducing the 
limit outside some schools in 
a move to improve safety for 
children. 

The scheme, which is 
already being trialled out¬ 
side three schools - Olive 
Hill Primary and Newfield 
Park Primary, Halesowen, 
and Crestwood School, 
Kingswinford - was first dis¬ 
cussed last year. 


PUB BOSS ANGRY 
AT L00S-ING CASH 


A DUDLEY landlord is fed up because 
a constant stream of drivers and 
shoppers are taking advantage by 
popping into his pub to spend a 
penny - without even buying a pint.

Licensee Alan Davies says 
he is having to fork out an 
extra £100 a week in clean¬ 
ing and loo roll costs since 
Dudley Council closed the 
public toilets next to his pub, 
the Red Lion, Abbey Road, 
Lower Gornal. 

He thinks the council 
should give him a discount 
on his business rates as com¬ 
pensation. 

The public convenience 
next to the Red Lion was 
closed earlier this year 
because Dudley Council says 
it needed costly repairs. 

But Mr Davies says, ever 
since, around 20 people a 
day, including drivers from 
the nearby bus station, lorry 
drivers and local shoppers 
come into his pub just to use 
the toilet. 

He has arranged for his 
cleaner to make two more 
visits a day to tackle the toi¬ 
lets and says that, together 
with extra cleaning products 
and loo roll, it is costing him 
£100 a week. 

“People troop in just to 
spend a penny - and don’t

even buy a pint,” said Mr 
Davies, aged 45. 

“I feel sorry for the people 
who are caught short, partic¬ 
ularly pensioners, but I 
think the council should 
make a concession on my 
rates. 

“Besides this pub, I also 
run another Red Lion in 
Wordsley and the Woodman 
Inn in Gornal, so I pay 
around £2,000 a month in 
business rates and I think 
they should knock some off 
that if they are expecting the 
community to use my toilets. 

“But the council has 
refused my request.” 

The council closed eight 
public conveniences in June 
to save £150,000 a year - but 
the one next to the Red Lion 
shut several months earlier 
than the others. 

Investment 

Dudley’s cabinet member 
responsible for toilets, 
Councillor Patrick Harley, 
said: “The Gornal block had 
major maintenance issues 
which would have cost the 
taxpayer thousands of 
pounds to repair and 
required significant invest¬ 
ment to make it compliant 
for disabled users. 

“If a private business is 
unhappy with the public 
using their facilities we 
would suggest they remind 
people facilities are for cus¬ 
tomers only in order to capi¬ 
talise on any additional 
footfall,” added Councillor 
Harley. 


Restoration of scrolls gets under way

RESTORATION work to a concrete 
art structure in Halesowen has begun 
after years of vandalism and decay. 

The scrolls which stand at the 
entrance to Hawne Park recreation 
ground - also known as Scrolls Park - 
on Stourbridge Road, are one of the 
town’s few large scale pieces of art. 

They feature a verse which captures 
Halesowen’s historic 19th Century 
reformer Thomas Attwood’s attempts 
at passing the 1832 Reform Act. 

But after the theft of more than 100 
of the metal letters work to cast new 
templates, which started in the sum¬ 


mer, is now complete. Dudley borough 
artist Steve Field who installed the 
original letters 20 years ago led the 
major project. 

“Public art needs to be respected, 
this is such an important and signifi¬ 
cant local figure and it was great to 
receive so much positive feedback 
while we were reinstating the letter¬ 
ing. There was a lot of local interest in 
getting the structure back to its former 
glory and while it was strange to be 
working on the scrolls after so many 
years I am really pleased with the end 
result.” Belle Vale councillor Jill 


Nicholls who has campaigned for fund¬ 
ing via the council’s culture and recre¬ 
ation department after complaints 
from residents said: “The scrolls are a 
unique feature we should be proud of, 
because I doubt if there is another 
entrance to any park in the country 
like this. 

“They mark a piece of history of 
Halesowen but had fallen into a state 
of disrepair of which the lettering had 
suffered. The new lettering and 
recently resurfaced car parking area 
will overall enhance the appearance of 
this historical artwork.” 


ioo cases 
of c-diff 
reported 
at hospital 

ALMOST 100 cases of super¬ 
bug C-diff have been 
reported at Dudley’s Rus- 
sells Hall Hospital since 
April. Staff are now working 
to reduce numbers, having 
missed their own target of 
no more than 77 cases in 
2011 - 12 . 

Chief executive Paula 
Clark said there had been 99 
post-48 hour C-diff cases at 
the site in the past nine 
months. But she added staff 
had reported the number of 
outbreaks was beginning to 
fall. “We have continuously 
monitored all cases and put 
measures in place,” she said. 

“Some of the actions we 
have taken include review¬ 
ing each case to establish if 
there is a specific reason for 
the increase and investing 
in a hydrogen peroxide 
machine for deep cleaning,” 
Ms Clark added. 

Regular staff briefings on 
the superbug are held to 
ensure staff are up-to-date 
on measures to be taken to 
help prevent infection. 

The hospital trust has also 
called upon external experts 
to get advice and assess 
whether it is taking the right 
action to drive down the 
number of cases. The trust is 
remaining with an amber- 
red risk rating by Monitor, 
the independent regulator of 
Foundation Trusts because 
of the high number of cases. 

It had previously received 
the rating due to concerns by 
the Care Quality Commis¬ 
sion. 

Six fined for 
early waste 

SIX RESIDENTS have been 
handed £75 fines and 700 
more sent warning letters 
for putting out their rubbish 
too early in Dudley. 

Dudley Council bosses 
have vowed to crack down on 
people putting out their 
waste early and obstructing 
footpaths with bin bags. 

The authority has a rule 
that rubbish should not be 
left out before 7.30pm on the 
night before collection. The 
clampdown was launched in 
September last year.

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Budget store planned for centre site 


A BUDGET store is among plans for 
Dudley town centre after a super¬ 
market proposal on the site was 
scrapped by developers. 

Regeneration chief councillor 
Angus Adams today said the site off 
Tower Street and Castle Street - 
which was originally earmarked for 
a large supermarket leading to the 
council buying up land in the area - 
was deemed too small. Instead they 
have now revealed developers have 


said the site could be turned into a 
budget store with a car park nearby. 

It comes after council chiefs 
revealed they now plan to build a 
supermarket on the Cavendish 
House site. 

Rejected 

Councillor Adams said: “The 
plans were rejected because the foot¬ 
print for the size of the store was 
deemed too small for the require¬ 


ments of the developer for a large 
supermarket. 

“That was when the Cavendish 
House site was pursued. I believe 
the developer is now looking at a 
budget-type store now but I don’t 
know any more at this stage.” 

Council spokeswoman Clare Mar¬ 
shall added: “Advice from retail 
market experts has been to pursue 
the car park on the rear of the site 
alongside delivering all the other 


proposed town centre improve¬ 
ments. “The site would then be 
ideally suited for a developer to 
bring forward several major store 
units which would be of a size and 
dimension required by modern 
retailers.” She said decisions on a 
developers or occupiers for the 
project had not yet been confirmed. 
Cavendish House, in Trindle Road, 
which has stood empty since 2008 
will be knocked down. 


Rioter facing jail term 
for stealing computer 


A rioter from Dudley is facing being locked up 
after admitting stealing a laptop during the 
summer looting and violence in a Black 
Country city centre.

Robert Thoane, of Dudley, 
told a court he found the 
computer discarded on a 
street while he was in 
Wolverhampton city centre 
as thugs ran amok in 
August. 

Just a few hours after the 
disorder, the 20-year-old was 
seen running with the 
laptop under his arm in 
Walsall with a gang of other 
youths. 

At Wolverhampton Magis¬ 
trates Court, Thoane admit¬ 
ted theft by finding and was 
released on bail to appear 
before the city’s crown court 
to be sentenced in the new 
year. 

Prosecutor Mr Roger 
Bleazard told last week’s 


hearing that Thoane, of Hol¬ 
lyhock Road, was arrested 
after widespread disorder on 
August 9. 

“He was seen by officers 
running through Walsall 
some hours after the rioting 
in Wolverhampton,” he said. 

“He was asked whether he 
had stolen it and he said it 
had already been taken as 
part of the riots and that he 
had acquired it.” 

The court heard Thoane 
had admitted being in the 
city centre during the chaos. 
He intended to keep the 
laptop, said Mr Bleazard. 

District Judge Michael 
Wheeler committed the case 
to the crown court after 
deciding his powers of sen¬ 
tencing were not strong 
enough. 

He said guidelines for pun¬ 
ishment range from between 
one and four years in prison. 

Scores of shops in Wolver¬ 
hampton were hit by rioters 
during the disorder. So far, 
more than 700 people have 
been arrested in connection 
with the trouble. More than 
160 of those have been 
charged and dealt with. 

More 50 officers are still 
involved with the riot inves¬ 
tigation. 


Keen on woolies 

A FORMER Woolworth’s store that has stood empty in Kid¬ 
derminster for three years could be taken over by a furni¬ 
ture firm whose town premises were destroyed by a huge 
fire. Levines had to be knocked down when the blaze ripped 
through its store and the neighbouring British Heart Foun¬ 
dation charity shop. 

Area manager Simon Levine said they were looking at 
Woolworth’s in Worcester Street and TJ Hughes in Vicar 
Street, which shut down six months ago. He said: “We are 
looking at those sites in particular but nothing has been 
signed yet. We want to remain in Kidderminster.”

No sales 
planned 
for dosed 
loo sites 

TOILET blocks which were 
closed earlier this year in a 
Dudley to save cash look set 
to remain unused for the 
foreseeable future. 

Dudley Council chiefs 
have admitted there are 
“limited opportunities” to 
sell them. 

Borough bosses shut eight 
public toilets earlier this 
year in a bid to save 
£150,000. 

Among the sites which 
went were The Cross, 
Kingswinford and Cottage 
Street, Brierley Hill.

HIGH fuel and transport costs mean 
people will have been making fewer visits 
to family and friends this Christmas, a 
motoring group is claiming. 

An estimated 4.25 million Britons are 
expected to travel abroad for the holiday 
period. 

But a survey of those staying in the UK 
suggested 22 per cent would not see as 
many loved ones as normal due to high 
petrol prices. 

Nineteen per cent said the cost of bus 
and rail travel meant they were not 
making trips, while 16 per cent said 


expensive air fares were a barrier to 
travel. Miranda Schunke, spokesperson 
for breakdown company Green Flag, 
which carried out the survey, said: “Spi¬ 
ralling fuel and travel costs are set to have 
a real impact on some friends and families 
getting together over Christmas. 

Pockets 

“The festive season burns a big enough 
hole in family pockets as it is, so it’s no 
surprise that public transport and fuel 
costs have tipped the balance for many 
festive celebrations this year.” 


The AA has said it expects up to 18 
million cars will take to the roads over the 
holiday period. 

The Highways Agency, which is respon¬ 
sible for England’s motorways and major 
A-roads, said it had planned to complete 
more than 500 miles of roadworks before 
Christmas, while a further 60 miles will 
be suspended until January 3. 

The 4.25 million figure for those 
Britons spending Christmas and New 
Year overseas covers the period from 
December 16 to January 3 and compares 
with under four million for the festive 


period in 2010-11. 

An estimated 165,000 of those will be 
flying from Birmingham. 

Passengers using Heathrow over the 
festive period were expected to take 6,000 
tons of luggage each day - equivalent to 
the weight of 20 jumbo jets. 

Heathrow’s most popular destinations 
this Christmas are New York, Dubai, 
Dublin, Amsterdam and Paris. 

Popular destinations for Britons travel¬ 
ling abroad include the Canary Islands, 
Cuba and Mexico. 


Robber who punched victim 
repeatedly is sent to prison 


A robber who punched his victim repeatedly 
before taking his wallet in a “gratuitous 
attack” has been handed a three year prison 
sentence. 


Daniel Dalton, aged 21, 
punched Joshua Hunt in 
the face before raining 
further blows on him as his 
victim lay helpless on the 
floor. 

Worcester Crown Court 
heard Dalton, of Drake 
Crescent, Kidderminster, 
had carried out the attack 
in Warndon in Worcester on 
October 16 this year to 
impress a girl he was with at 
the time. 

The court was told Dalton 
had demanded Mr Hunt 
hand over his mobile phone 
but had been told by his 
victim he did not have one. 

Dalton instead took his 
wallet containing a driving 
licence and keys which he 
later dropped down a drain 
when he discovered it had 
no money in it. 

Dalton pleaded guilty to a 
charge of robbery when he 
appeared before the court. 

He also admitted a charge 
of burglary at an address at 
Drake Crescent, Kidder¬ 
minster, on December 5 this 
year where he stole a lap top 
computer after breaking a 
kitchen window to gain 
access. 

Dalton also asked for 
another burglary at an

empty property in Truro 
Drive, Kidderminster, on 
December 2 to also be taken 
into account. 

The court heard the prop¬ 
erty was vacant while reno¬ 
vation was taking place and 
he had taken a copper tank 
and piping which he had lad 
later sold on. 

He also asked for a charge 
of criminal damage to be 
taken into account by the 
court. 

Smashed 

The hearing was told he 
had smashed a living room 
window at a home in Glas¬ 
tonbury Close, Kiddermin¬ 
ster, where someone was 
sleeping at the time. 

Dalton was sentenced to 
three years imprisonment 
for the robbery and 18 
months for the lap top bur¬ 
glary to run concurrently. 

Mr Jason Aris, defending, 
said: “He has asked for the 
one burglary matter and the 
criminal damage to be taken 
into account of his own 
accord. 

“This shows a maturity 
and that he wants to draw a 
line under his past and start 
behaving like an adult in the 
future.”

^Closures consultation 
deadline is extended 


JUST under 160 people have so far filled in a 
questionnaire about controversial plans to 
shut a string of police stations across the 
West Midlands overnight. 


The force wants to shut 
12 stations - including 
Wednesfield, Dudley, 
Stourbridge, Halesowen 
and Bloxwich - between 6 
and 10pm and redeploy 
staff to contact centres or 
front line duties. 

The proposal is part of 
the battle by West Midlands 
Police to save £126 million 
over the next four years in a 
bid to manage government 
cuts in funding. 

A public consultation 
into the plans was due to 
come to an end by Decem¬ 
ber 31 but bosses have now 
extended the time people 
have to put forward their 
views until January 15. 

New figures released by 
the force show 10 people 
have emailed to have their 
say and 1,410 people have 
visited the website to read 
about the plans while 157 
have filled in the question¬ 
naire about access to serv¬ 
ices. 

Two protest petitions 
with a total of nearly 4,000 
signatures urging a rethink 
have also been handed into 
police chiefs at a meeting 
into the plans. 

Bosses said once the con¬ 
sultation is finished they

will consider all feedback 
balanced against the 
results of their analysis of 
demand levels in order to 
be able to make a final deci¬ 
sion. 

Officials say a number of 
people have raised con¬ 
cerns that the change in 
opening hours will mean 
the closure of the station 
which they say is not the 
case.

Assistant Chief Consta¬ 
ble Sharon Rowe said: “We 
want to reassure people 
that nothing is changing to 
where officers work from 
and that these proposed 
changes will not impact on 
the way we work with local 
communities.” 

Dudley North MP Ian

Pc Lee Wycherley, who is investigating, said:

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Nuisance gang sparks a

A POLICE crackdown has been launched on 
boy racers who have been using a Kidder¬ 
minster shopping centre car park to meet up 
in the evenings and causing a nuisance. 

Officers say concerns have been raised by 
the public about the noisy group which has 
also been blamed for littering the Weavers 
Wharf car park. 

Officers from West Mercia Police held a 
joint operation with colleagues from VOSA- 
the Vehicle and Operator Services Agency, 
Wyre Forest District Council and Weavers 
Wharf management. 

The operation was held between 6pm and 
10pm on two nights recently and saw VOSA 
officers inspecting vehicles. In total they 
issued nine prohibition notices requiring 
defects to be rectified. Problems included 


defective tyres, brake lights, and headlights, 
windows which were too heavily tinted and 
illegal number plates with letters incor¬ 
rectly formed so they were difficult to read. 

Weavers Wharf management also issued a 
banning notice. More operations are now in 
the pipeline. 

Pc Andy Forbes of West Mercia Police said 
Weavers Wharf was attracting boy racers 
who were doing wheel spins and handbrake 
turns. He said: “There were some concerns 
about boy racers causing nuisance, anti 
social behaviour and litter on the car park. 

“We want people to be encouraged to visit 
Weavers Wharf or the town centre in 
general in the evenings. We will therefore be 
carrying out more of these joint operations 
in the future.

Council leader sends a 
warning over tax freeze 


DUDLEY Council will be forced to save an 
additional £2.8 million from its future 
budget if it opts to freeze council tax pay¬ 
ments next year. 

Councils nationwide can take up the 
offer of a grant from the Government 
equivalent to a 2.5 per cent council tax 
increase if they freeze the levy for resi¬ 
dents. 

Council leader, Councillor Les Jones, 
said freezing the council tax could mean 
bigger increases in 2013-14 but said no 
firm decision had yet been taken. Big cuts 
for 2013-14 have already been agreed. 

The aim is to save a total of £35 million 
by that date. 

Councillor Jones warned the authority 
would be forced to find additional savings 
of £2.8 million within that budget to 
balance the books. 

“The reality is that we have still not 
made up our mind whether we will take up 


the one-year Government grant,” he said. 

“We know that people need a bit of help 
at the moment. We have to make sure it is 
in the best long-term interest of the 
borough.” 

But Labour opposition leader, Council¬ 
lor David Sparks, went further, calling the 
Government’s offer a “con trick”. 

“The problem with Eric Pickles’ (Secre¬ 
tary of State for Communities and Local 
Government) offer is that it is for one year 
only and means that unless the Govern¬ 
ment come forward with the same offer 
next year Dudley taxpayers would have to 
pay double the bill,” he said. 

“It is a typical Eric Pickles con trick. It 
is significant that even the Conservative 
council is suspicious of what a Conserva¬ 
tive government is planning.” 

Wyre Forest council leaders have 
already announced that they will be 
taking up the Government’s offer.

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another journey in rail history 



Great British Railway Journeys - Series 2 

$iice again the former politician, turned pre¬ 

senter, Michael Portillo picks up his 1840 
Bradshaw’s Guide and heads off around 
Britain using his book like a Victorian satnav. 

In this round of five journeys Portillo heads 
to the far northern Scottish Isle of Skye, travels 
through the Midlands and Wales to the penin¬ 
sula of Holyhead, traverses the flat lands of 
Norfolk, finds his way through the North East 
of England and finally ends up travelling the 
southern regions of the country from London 
through Kent to end his run in Hastings. 

Portillo with his endearing and not entirely 
relaxed in front of the camera manner uses the 
guide and the remnant of the railways to 
explore the history, culture and evolution of 
Britain. 

With the help, once again, of breath-taking 
scenery and fantastic aerial filming Portillo 
opens up Britain and its Victorian history like a 
pop up picture book. 

There are myriad gems among this delightful 
series such as when he reads out the address to 
a haggis in arguably the worst Scottish ever 
broadcast on TV His journeys take him to the 
birthplace of the Commando regiment in a 
remote area of Scotland; to a chemical weapons 


Boyle's on his guard in this 


factory in Rhydmwyn which was “the most 
secret location in the world” during the Second 
World War and then on to the almost spooky 
revelation of Thomas Telford building his 
profile into the Ironbridge in Shropshire. He 
turns his hand to trying to make hand raised 
pork pies in Melton Mowbray, Leicestershire 
and creating specialist floor tiles for the houses 
of parliament. 

Portillo shows just how much is accessible 
through the railways and what real treasures 
sometimes lie on our doorsteps should we only 
take the trouble to hop aboard and take a look. 
GBRJII harkens back to the golden age of BBC 
documentaries along with the wonderfully 
quaint British Railway Films which if you are of 
a certain age will be remembered fondly. 

Portillo’s enthusiasm for rail travel always 
comes to the fore and throughout he repeatedly 
pays homage to the past on, which so much of 
modern society is built, without a hint of dull¬ 
ness or tedium. 

This series along with the first should be a 
must for all railway enthusiasts and anyone 
who has any interest in Britain at all.

The Guard 

“I can’t figure out whether you are really smart 
or really dumb” is how the FBI agent sums up 
the enigma which is Sergeant Gerry Boyle of 
the Galway Garda, wonderfully played by 
Brendan Gleeson in this dark and sometimes 
cringeworthy gem of an Irish film. 

Boyle is a policeman who follows his own code, 
which is highly questionable at the very least. He 
goes about his duties on the west coast of Ireland 
employing his grizzled and intolerant manner 
along with a subversive and offensive wit and a 
highly colourful way of speaking. 

Boyle’s life revolves around his dying mother 
and occasionally paying for prostitutes but he is 


drawn into the world of major drug trafficking by 
the arrival of a black, FBI agent Wendall Everett, 
played by Don Cheadle. 

With years of experience and an understanding 
of the local criminals Boyle has little interest in 
international drug gangs however, the more he 
tries to keep his distance the more he gets drawn 
into the dealings of the gang and the police cor¬ 
ruption they are exploiting. 

As the body count rises and he realises almost 
everyone around him is an eejit Boyle decides it’s 
time he took matters into his own hands and deal 
with the traffickers using his unsubtle methods, 
with the reluctant help of Everett. As they move 
High Noon-like to the violent climax Boyle shows 


how justice is dealt out Galway style, leaving the 
viewer to puzzle over the fate of the anti-hero, 
although all the clues are there. 

There are some truly dark comic moments one 
of which is Boyle passing on the drug dealers’ 
arms to a member of the IRA and where Boyle’s 
caustic manner reduces the seasoned runner of 
the paramilitary group to a blithering apologetic 
heap for asking him stupid questions.

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Ferrari fanatic lifts the lid on 260 GTO 



This Ferrari 250 GTO restoration is one of the finest in the world 


LIKE a magician about to reach 
the end of a complicated trick, 
Joe Macari stands next to a red 
Ferrari-emblazoned cover and 
pulls it back to reveal one of the 
most sought-after cars of all time. 

“This,” says Macari, “is the best example 
of its type I’ve ever seen.” 

Not only is Joe Macari a one-man ency¬ 
clopaedia of all things Ferrari, he is also an 
accomplished racing driver and sits at the 
helm of Joe Macari Servicing, a purpose- 
built Ferrari service centre. 

Under the roof of his west London 
address is every type of Ferrari ever built, 
and they are all waiting to have Macari and 
his army of highly trained engineers 
bestow their expertise upon them. 

“If it were the real thing, it would be 
worth millions, but this re-creation is prob¬ 
ably still worth at least £500,000,” he says. 

Different 

“There are replicas and then there are re¬ 
creations. The difference being that a 250 
GTO replica will normally sit on a donor 
chassis while a re-creation uses the same 
parts Ferrari made the original 250 GTO 
with. 

“Only 36 GTOs were ever built and each 
one of them was slightly different, and, like 
this one, were all based on a shortened 250 
GT chassis.” 

Under the bonnet is a thoroughbred 3.0- 
litre V12 Ferrari engine, which has been 
bench tested and confirmed to have power 
output of 300bhp. 

The A-arm front suspension, live-axle 
rear end and disc brakes are all to the exact 
250 GTO specifications too, as is the rest of 
the car, including the Borrani wheels. 

The body is perfect, too. It looks right in 


every respect; there are numerous air vents 
and slots which break up the smoothness of 
its beautifully sculptured body. The chrome 
door handles and bonnet catches have come 
off a Ferrari from the same era, too. 

The accuracy is even more vivid from 
behind the wheel. The polished aluminium 
gear lever is both functional and artistic, 
the thin wooden steering wheel seems enor¬ 
mous by modern-day standards yet 
remains a tactile piece of sculpture. 

Then there’s the noise. On start-up it lets 


out a gentle rumble, and then, as the revs 
increase, so does the V12 roar. It’s a deep, 
rich, textured sound which reverberates 
around the sparse cockpit. 

And, like the car it so flawlessly mimics, 
it is far from perfect. The genuine article 
was far from forgiving and took time to get 
the balance exactly right. It might be road- 
legal but its heart yearns to be on a race 
track, and when it was unleashed on the 
Goodwood race circuit, it came alive. 

For a car of its age it still has an uncanny 


way of instilling the sort of confidence nor¬ 
mally found in modern-day supercars - it 
allowed for so much more extra speed to be 
carried into and throughout every turn. 

This 250 GTO may not have the sort of 
pedigree which will ever see it being 
coveted enough to achieve a multimillion- 
dollar price tag, but it absolutely and 
emphatically encapsulates the very ethos 
which made these Ferraris so prized. 

Somehow half a million quid does seem 
very reasonable indeed.

AS LONG as I can remember 
the name Volvo in car manu¬ 
facturing terms has always 
meant dependant reliable 
vehicles and a few years ago 
if you were in the market for 
an estate car there really was 
only one option and that was 
the Volvo. 

Time moves on and motoring 
fashions change but Volvo have 
not stood still and the XC60 has 
managed to combine the best of 
the XC90 and the XC70 estate car, 
in combining these it has produced 
one of the safest and the most 
stylish Volvo yet seen. 

The market place for the XC60 is a 
difficult one especially with the current 
economic climate and people wanting 
more and more miles to the gallon and 
lower and lower C02 emissions. The 
market is currently is dominated by 
the Nissan Qashqai, Honda CRV 
perhaps the Toyota Rav or the BMW 
X3. 

The XC60 is 21cms shorter than the 
XC70 estate and 17 cms shorter and 
7cms lower than the XC90. 

The coupe features really do give the 
XC60 an agile, sharp handling look; 
obviously a wide track and a firmly 
tuned suspension with excellent steer¬ 
ing give the vehicle the characteristics 
and dynamics of a vehicle that perhaps 
you would like to aspire to. In addition 
this vehicle is a pleasure to drive and 
with Volvo safety you will feel cocooned 
within it. 

Electronic 

The XC60 that I had on test had the 
all-wheel drive system and this really 
does improve the handling and road 
holding and does give it a feeling of sta¬ 
bility when the road surface is a little 
wet or slippy. 

Sadly I did not have the vehicle when 
we had our annual snowfall to have 
been able to enjoy a drive when other¬ 
wise you would feel trepidation at the 
road conditions. 

Drive is to all four wheels but the 
electronic set up automatically senses 
if a wheel is not gripping properly and 
transfers power to it where it is needed, 
this ensures maximum traction at all 
times. 

The driving dynamics of the vehicle 
which was equipped with a 2,400cc 
five-cylinder diesel engine was reassur¬ 
ing at all times, with a slightly higher 
driving position and an excellent cabin 
design with well thought out features, 
you have a vehicle that you quickly 
adapt to and become comfortable with. 

The engine produces 215 bhp and 
delivers a quoted mpg of 50.4 mpg on 


the combined cycle due to the stop start 
system. 

It was gratifying to note that I actu¬ 
ally managed to get within five mpg of 
these figures on a combination of twisty, 
sinewy A and B class roads and reason¬ 
ably high speed motorway gallop, so for 
once the consumption figures were rea¬ 
sonably accurate. 

The excellent fuel figures for this 
large vehicle are helped by the 
stop/start system which has been incor¬ 
porated, albeit it is strange at first to sit 
in a completely silent vehicle when you 
come to a halt and take your foot off the 
clutch and the engines stops, and as 
soon as you press the clutch pedal it 
starts again, you soon adapt and get 
used to this feature. 

The performance for the size of the 
vehicle is reasonably commendable, 0 - 
60 in 9.7 seconds and a top speed where 
permissible of 130 mph is certainly 
more than adequate for this humble 
scribe’s needs. 

My test vehicle’s trim level was quite 
high, Volvo are after all a premium 
brand manufacturer and I think you 
would expect to find front fog lamps, 
alloy wheels, roof rails and spoilers and 
the interior details to be high to include 
electronic climate control, an informa¬ 
tion centre, cruise control, leather 


steering wheel with excellent remote 
controls built in and a CD player as 
standard features on a vehicle of this 
stature and price. 

One feature on the XC60 is Volvo’s 
city safe technology, this facility helps to 
avoid low speed accidents in city traffic 
or tailbacks, basically up to nine mph if 
the vehicle brakes in front suddenly the 
system can determine a collision is 
likely and the brakes are applied for 
you. 

It works by way of a system of laser 
sensors which are integrated at the top 
of the windscreen and it detects when 
the vehicle in front or other objects up 
to 10 metres from the front of the car 
bumper. 

Extremes 

Volvo in addition to the safety tech¬ 
nology has gone to extremes with elec¬ 
tronic safety wizardry in the XC60, for 
example on my particular vehicle a 
small indicator contained in the wing 
mirror lights up when a vehicle is over¬ 
taking you and in your blind spot, a 
really useful feature that I can see 
becoming common place in an awfully 
lot more vehicles. 

If the Volvo is going to be a contender 
for a place on your drive then be pre¬ 
pared to pay between £31,700 and 
£40,415.

IT was the British scientist Aubrey De 
Gray who issued one of the more 
thought provoking sentences of 2011, 
writes Martin Swain. 

The University of Cambridge gradu¬ 
ate said the first person who will live to 
see their 150th birthday has already 
been born. Even more incredibly, he 
claimed that the first person to live for 
1,000 years will be born in the next two 
decades. 

The British scientist sees a time 
when people will go to their doctors for 
regular ‘maintenance’, which by then 
will include gene therapies, stem cell 
therapies, immune stimulation and a 
range of other advanced techniques to 
keep them in good shape. 


What, I wondered, will the 150-year- 
old football fan of tomorrow live to see? 
Here’s five to begin with: 

1. England win the World Cup: 
Maybe. It must be one of the great 
laments of this most financially success¬ 
ful era of the domestic game that inter¬ 
national glory continues to elude the 
nation. A huge pity this. 

Many will remember the invigorating 
buzz that electrified the country during 
the halcyon days of Euro 96; there are 
plenty of us still around who felt the 
extraordinary impact of 1966. 

There may be many things wrong 
with our game, many factors for which 
it is justifiably resented in other parts 
of the world. But there is no doubt that 


the English remain one of the driving 
forces of football’s march across the 
globe. 

2. Fernando Torres score: Has there 
been anything more baffling than the 
collapse in this formerly brilliant 
striker’s form since his move to 
Chelsea? It may be too late for him at 
Chelsea but he could be a brilliant sign¬ 
ing - at an inevitably lesser price - for 
another club in the future. 

3. The Baggies signing a player in 
Janu. . . sorry. Scrub that. Now we are 
getting a little far-fetched. 

4. The fit and proper persons test 
actually applied. There is nothing more 
gullible, it appears, than a slightly des¬ 
perate football club pining for a shot at 


glamour and subsequently seduced by 
an unknown name from a distant land 
turning up and promising fistfuls of the 
green stuff to finance their dreams. 

But from Shiniwatra to Yeung, via 
any number of dodgy characters from 
the USSR’s break-up not to mention 
the laughable Venky’s at Blackburn, 
they invariably turn out to be chancers 
without a proverbial pot in which to 
take a comfort break.
